Benders' Viewpoint 


Giant-and Dwarf Hoittybe**. 


In some of the East Indian islands 


and on the mainland of Hindustan are 
to be found the smallest species of 
honeybees In the world. These dwarf 
honey collectors are known to ento- 
mologists as Apis florea. Their honey- 
combs are no larger than a child's 
hand, and the cells are about the size 
of a small plnhead. This honey is ex- 
cellent, as is the wax. The little crea- 
tures build the comb In the branch of 
a low tree, and-as they have not to 
provide for -winter, they work all the 
year through, raising broods like them- 
selves. 


In the earn* land there- is a species 


of giant bees, Apis dorsata, as large as 
a field cricket. These monsters of the 
bee world build honeycombs that are 
from six to seven feet in length, four 
or more in -width and weigh from 300 
to 400 pounds each.

Death and Life Masks. 


In the preparation ol death masks 


the usual method is to cover the face 
of tho dead body with oil and then ap- 
ply plaster of parls. Tbo oil prevents 
too close adhesion to the skin and 
makes it possible to remove the plas- 
ter when it has barGohwl. A mold is 
thus formed, into whit-h fresh plaster 
is poured. The resulting cast is the 
death mask. 
Death masks are of 


course exact resemblances of the faces 
from which they arc irade, and their 
value is impaired only by tho changes 
of contour -which, may ha\ c been caused 
by death itself. The custom of taking 
death masks is very ancient and wide- 
spread as well. The liomans made 
them of wax, the Egyptians of thin 
gold plate. A few specimens have been 
found among the AnlCrican Indians. 
Life masks are slmilaily made, but 
mobility of expression is necessarily, 
sacrificed.—New York Times.

GAME PROTECTORS 


FURNISH HINTS TO 


RAISE PHEASANTS 


The Licking County Fish 
and 


Game Protct tive Association is ac- 
tive ]ust now in the 
promotion of 


piopagation 
of pheasants 
and 
is 


making an effort to secure from the 
state fish and game department sev- 
eial hundred eggs for setting. 
If 


these eggs are secured they will be 
distributed among Licking" county 
residents interested in the project 
upon agreement of those receiving 
the eggs, to set them, care for the 
young until sufficiently matured to 
permit their being released. They 
are to be liberated in wild sections 
ot the county where proper cover 
and pioper food conditions prevail. 


To aid those who secure these eggs 


to get a successful hatch and for the 
mfoimation of others who may wish 
to hatfh pheasants for their own use 
or foi sale or exhibition, the associ- 
ation has issued the following bul- 
letin, taken from suggestions by an 
experienced 
breeder of pheasants. 


Tho bulletin sajs. 


"Pheasant og'gs should be set on 


the ground, and fresh 
sod put 
in 


each nest, and so 
placed 
that 
it 


toims a slight hollow. A little lit- 
ter, such as broken straw, or chaff, 
should bo placed in the nost. 
Any 


barnjanl fowl may be used to hatch 
the eggs, providing the ben is not 
too hca\y, is free 
from 
roup and 


sc.ily leg and is of gentle disposition. 
The hen should bo taken off, fed 
and watered but should not be al- 
lowed to remain away from the- nest 
for more than 15 minutps as pheas- 
ant eggs (ool more rapidly than hen 
egss.

week. 


"The period of incubation is about 


23 clays.

Basil Manloy, in his report to the 


Industrial 
Commission, says: 
Our 


industrial relations are next to im- 
portance to our form of government, 
and our democratic Institution must 
be relied upon to solve this great 
problem. 


The average citizen, whether em- 


ployer or employe, conies little in 
contact with government, but his In- 
dustrial relations 
determine every 


day what the wage-earner and his 
family shall eat, what 
they shall 


wear, how they shall live and how 
many hours of his life he shall give 
each day for these purposes. If his 
individual or 
corporate 
employer 


owns and controls the community in 
which he lives, his politics, speech, 
opinions and sometimes even his re- 
ligion is controlled so far as it is 
in the interest of his employer to 
exercise that control for his 
own 


benefit or that of the company. 


Industrial unrest is caused from 


unjust distribution of wealth. 


Denial of the right of the wage- 
-arner to organize. 


Denial of justice by the courts and 


heir discrimination through which 
there seems to be two standards. For 
vour illustration and with your kind 
jermission we shall read from the 
Survey of May 13, 1916. 


Judges and Labor Laws.

bar of justice is the impression one

violations 
in 


3hio during the last year, as pub- 
shed by the Ohio Industrial commis- 
sion. There were 339 prosecutions 
and 320 verdicts of guilty, but more 
han half the defendants had their 
ines suspended or remitted. 


The vagaries of justice are illus- 


trated further by the fact of various 
offenders against the law forbidding 
he employment of girls under 18 
•ears of age without a school certi- 
icate. Judge Everett in Lima, 
de- 


ilared the law unconstitutional and 
iismissed the case. If continued to 
be a good law in Cleveland, how- 
ever, where Judge Penty found the 
defendants guilty in 23 prosecutions 
brought against various firms for the 
lame offense. 


The latter judge had to settle the 


majority or labor 
law 
violations. 


Cleveland firms 
were continually 


irosecnted for 
employing women 


more than ten hours a day. Cincin- 
nati stood second in number of pros- 
ecutions. 


Imagine a wage-earner prosecuted 


eighteen or thirty times for 
viola- 


ion of law having his fine suspend- 
:d in each instance. 
These are the 


:auses for lack of respect for judges 
and courts that I am very sorry to 
;av too greatly prevails. 


These are

COW IMPROVEMENT 
. ASSOCIATION MAKES 
I 
ITS YEARLY REPORT 


:.«'he Licking Cow Improvement As- 
stqiation completed its first -year's 
work May 1, 1916, stands' third 
among the 17 associations now,oper- 
ating within the state. The associ- 
ation started a year ago with 
319 


cows in 23 herds. 
After the first 


month 133 other cows were put on 
test and three herds were 
added 


making a total of 442 cows in 
26 


different herds that were tested dur- 
ing the year. Two hundred and two 
cows in 19 herds were on test the 
year through. 


In the 12 months the association 


produced 2,153,029 pounds of mflk, 
and 91,505 pounds of butterfat val- 
ued at $28,071.61. 
The total feed 


cost was 116,483.51, leaving a profit 
of $11,227. 
For each $1.00 spent 


on feed there was a return of $1.70. 
It cost 18 cents 
to 
produce 
each 


pound of fat, and 75 cents to produce 
each 100 pounds of milk. 


The average cow of the association 


produced 6640 pounds of milk with 
277.7 pounds of fat. The fat was 
valued at $85.60, and the feed cost 
was $49.80, leaving an average prof- 
it per cow of $35.80. 


The highest producing cow, a Hoi- 


stein, produced 15,774 pounds 
of 


milk with 547 pounds of butterfat. A 
grade Jersey made the highest prof- 
It—$89,89. 
The highest 
average 
test for the year—6.63 percent— 
was also,made by a grade Jersey. 


The highest milk producing herd 


averaged 9,687 pounds of milk per 
cow. The highest fat producing herd 
averaged 378.8 pounds of 
fat 
-per 


cow. 
This herd was also the most 


profitable with an average profit 
of $56.37 per cow. The highest test- 
ing herd-averaged 5.68 percent fat 
for the year, 


Of all the cows tested the records 


show 45 
that 
were 
unprofitable. 


These cows will be disposed of and 
the association will start on its sec* 
ond year hoping to be the banner as- 
sociation of the state.
